Savannah, Ga., October 29.—(Special.)—

It is stated by coun- 
sel that this is he most important 
hearing ever held by the commission in 
the south; that it far surpasseg_ the fa- 
mous Social Circle case in legal and 
commercial value, and that upon the de- 
cision rendered in this tria] will depend 
much of the future operations of both 
the roads and the shippers, It is, they 
say, not only a question of the particu- 
lar interests now involved, but one whose 
ramifications reach out into all branches 
of the carrying and shipping business.

Mississippi Synod Likely To 
Help Plan for Uni- 
versity, 


Jackson, Miss., October 29.—(Special.j— 
The Presbyterian synod of Mississippi has 
been called to meet in annual! session at 
Laurel on November !7, 

The most important question to be 
brought before the body is the proposal 
to remove the Southwestern Presbyterian 
university from Clarksville, Tenn., to At- 
lanta, and to found a university at the 
latter place with an endowment of $1,- 
000,000. 

The question is one of much importance 
to the Presbyterians of Mississippi, as 
this state enrolled the largest number of 
students of any southern state at the 
last session of the university, and it is 
understood that the members of the cler- 
gy and ruling elders of the state are 
strongly in favor of removal, believing 
that Atlanta offers a better and larger 
field for educational work. 

Faculty Favors Atlanta. 

Rev. W. Moore Scott, of Memphis, cre- 
ated a sensation at the meeting of the 
Tresbyterian synod by reading a letter 
from Dr. F. G. Nicolessen, vice chancel- 
lor of Clarkesville university, stating that 
the faculty stands 9 to |! in favor of re- 
moval to Atlanta. The synod adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

Animus, confusion and heated debates 
formed a warm combination today when 
the scheme to remove the university from 
Clarksville to Atlanta came up. 

The committee on bills and overtures re- 
ported adversely, being convinced that 
legal obstacles of an insurmountable char- 
acter forbade the transfer of the univer- 
sity from Clarksville to Atlanta and that 
even more sacred moral obligations pre- 
vented even the contemplation of such a 
step. 

The report closed with a hearty indorse- 
ment of the movement which contem- 
plates the establishment of a great uni- 
versity In the south and pledged the sup- 
port and hearty cooperation of the synod 
of Tennessee in such a laudable under- 
taking.

RICHES FLOWED 
ON THE MACHINE 


Alfred . Henry Lewis Writes a 
Book on Richard Croker 


The Book Is Entitled “The Boss and 
How He Came To Rule New 
York’”—How Money Was 
Gathered for the Ma- 
chine. 


New York, October 20.—Alfred Henry 
Lewis, who was on friendly terms with 
‘Richard Croker several years ago and 
who wrote a biography of Mr. Croker, is 
the writer of “The Boss and How He 
Came to Rule New York,” which wil) be 
published tomorrow by A. 8. Barnes & 
Co. The book is supposed to be an ex- 
position, based o nan “‘inside’’ view of cer- 
tain alleged methods practiced in municip- 
al government under the rule of Tam- 
many hall. 

As showing ‘‘what opportunities of 
riches swung open the machine,” it is 
pointed out that the whole annual ex- 
pense of the community was roughly 
$125,000,000, of which $20,000,000 went 
for official salaries; $45,000,000 for sup- 
plies called for by public needs, the bal- 
ance of $60,000,000 representing contracts 
for paving, building and the like. Against 
the $20,000,000 of salaries, the ‘‘machine” 
assessed an annual ‘‘private’’ 5 per cent 
and two-third of $1,000,000 accruing 
therefrom’’ found their direct day to dis- 
trict leaders, the other one-third into the 
general coffers.’’ 

“Of the $40,000,000 devoted to supplies.,”’ 
says Mr. Lewis, “one-fifth, under the 
Suise of commissions, went to the ‘ma- 
chine,’ while of the $65,000,000 represent- 
ing the yearly payments on contracts, 
the ‘machin: received, at the lowést of 
estimates, fully 40 per cent.’ 

The writer enumerates faro banks, pool 
rooms and disorderly resorts, whereon the 
monthly charge for each ran from $50 to 
$2,000, giving an annual return of $4,000,- 
000; saloons, each of which met a draft 
of $20 monthly; great companies suing 
for favor and about a thousand small 
concerns and private persons contribut- 
ing no less than $1,000,000. Charges for 
appointment on the police force ranged 
from $400 for a patrolman to $20,000 for 
the making of a captain. 

A great railroad corporation. supposed 
to be referred to as the “Blackberry,’’ is 
compelled to pay tribute to the extent of 
$4,000,000 as the price of immunity from

Paris, October 29.—Count Cassini, the 
Russian ambassador to the United States, 
who is now in Paris, was not surprised to 
hear that the Russian troops had re- 
entered Mukiden, in view of the conditions 
there.

IMANY GEORGIA SOLDIERS 


TOO YOUNG FOR SERVICE 


Inspector General Mills, U. S. A., Makes Interesting 
Report on Georgia Troops, Embodying Sume 
Valuable Suggestions as to Improvements. 


NE of the most exhaustive treat- 
ises ever written on the Georgia 
state troops is embodied in the re 


port of Colonel 8. C. Mills, inspector gen- 
eral of the United States arm:, who at- 
tended the camp of the Fourth and Sec- 
ond regiments, Georgia state 
Griffin last summer, 

This report, which has been eagerly 
anticipated by military men all over the 
State, was filed with the adjutant general 
of the United States army several! days 
ago and a copy has just been received 
by Adjutant General Robertson, of Geor- 
gia. 

There is scarcely a conceivable phase 
of the handling of the troops in camp 
that is not discussed by Colonel Mills 
and the report covers sixteen pages Of 
closely typewritten matter. Among other 
things the report says: 

“Camp Northen, at Griffin, is the best 
place in the state, if physical examination 
and muster are to precede departure. It 
is well located with regard to railroads; 
with proper preliminary arrangements, 
troops can be concentrated there from all 
Over the state within twenty-four hours 


troops, at 


| from the time of leaving home station.”’ 


The inspector general says that an in- 
crease in the national appropriation of 
$25,000 should depend on the report of 
the inspecting officer next year. 

Under the topic “Personnel and Discip- 
line,”’ the report says: 

“The personnel is good ag a rule. Too 
many of the men are too young for ser- 
vice, and there being no physical ¢xam- 
ination, men physically disqualified were 
taken in. Discipline was rudimentary on 
the start, but great improvement was 
made. There is a good military spirit in 
these troops, camp duty and intelligent 
instruction would do wonders in a short 
time. Troops as regards age and physi- 
cal qualifications cannot be compared 
With the regular army.’’ , 

But in spite of the way in which Colo- 
nel Mills refers to the absence of physi- 
cal examination requirements he answers 
the question, ‘‘Would it be practicable in 
this state to adopt the entrance physical 
examination of the regular army,” as 
follows: 

“No. It would throw out too many men. 
Service experience will Qe necessary to 
demonstrate the necessity of a physical 
examination before taking men into the 
state troops. A tour of duty with regular 
troops in a maneuver camp might im- 
press it. As at present constituted, a 
careful physica] examination, under reg- 
ular officers, should precede any use of 
the state troops by the gengral govern- 
ment. Probably 33 t-3 per cent would 
fail to pass the required standard. Many 
of the men are too young for hard ser- 
vice.”’

These remarks and suggestions follow: 

General Results Excellent. 


The general’ results of this camp were 


excellent. 

Both officers and men were, a5 a rule, 
and energetic in their work, 
the improvement in drill, military 
bearing and discipline was marked. 

The camp was well policed, the neces- 
sity for cleanliness Was explained and 
understood. So far as could be learned 
the general sentiment of the troops, both 
officers and men, was that the camp Was 
a success and valuable to them person- 
ally. It hag stimulated military interest 
and increased the efficiency of the state 
troops. 

The health conditions of the camp were 
excellent; there were no cases of serious 
iliness.

The work done in camp should be the 
culmination of the vear’s work. of course.

Owing to the conditions 
incident to the regimental organizations, 
some having a battalion in a large city, 


others no two companies within Meeting 
distance, this will be hard to obtain. It 
can be jargely overcome by having on 
duty with state troops a young, energetic, 
efficient officer of the regular army. He 
should prescribe the drills, schools and 
exercises of the various companies at 
their home stations, and visit each to see 
how orders are carried out, and help tio 
any way. He would then bein a position 
to know before the camp what was need- 


tainable condition. Officers for this duty 
should be young, because it needs en- 
thusiasm and strength to do the work; 
energetic because there is all the work 
one man can do in the position; efficient 
because the state troops are intelligent 
to a high degree, and quick to detect any 
lack of knowledge or interest on the part 
of an instructor. Wegular officers on 


with reputations to make in the service, 
since personal interest in results to be 
attained usually increases effort. 

Captains of from six to twelve years’ 
service would, in my opinion, be the ideal 
men for this duty. 

Most of the officers of the Georgia state 
troops are yOung men, enthusiastic and 
energetic in their military work. A reg- 
ular officer of approximately their own 
age, tresh from company duty, and sv 
thoroughly familiar with points which 
arise most often in state troops, will meet 
them more easily than an officer of longer 
years and higher rank. The intimacy of 
daily social life, with its constant talk 
of “shop,”’ 
diffusing general information. This will 
be more likely with a man under 40 than 
with one over that age. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

|. That where two. regiments are in 
camp together, the commanding officer 
of the camp be other than one of the 
regimental commanders. The tour of 
camp duty is the only time the average 
regimental cOmmander of state troops 
has his regiment together during the 
year. The colonel should be with his 
regiment at this time supervising its 
work and watching the officers and 
men, 

2. That the issue of the government 
ration be compulsory during encamp- 
ments Of state troops. In no other way 
can state troops get the experience need- 
ed. As camps are short and troops are 
not used to cooking, hired cooks should 
be allowed, but the detai] of two men pe* 
company to the kitcken should be re- 
quired, 

3. That one or more companies of reg- 
ular troops be sent to all encampment 
of state troops; when the commanding 
officer of regular troops is not the desig- 
nated inspector of the camp, he should 
be ordered to report to the inspector for 
duty under his direction. 

4, That the regular inspector of state 
troop encampments shall not attend io 
details of camp administration, nor su- 
pervise the staff work of the camp. Ex- 
perience for the state troops being the 
desired object, specific action by a regu- 
lar Officer on details is not desirable. The 
state officers should not be relieved of 
responsibility, nor curtailed in liberty of 
action. Regular officers should not drill] 
the state troops. 

5. Exhibition drills, ceremonies and ex- 
ercises by regular troops should be given, 
and al]! state officers and as Many non- 
commissioned officers as practicable be 
required to be present at them. 

6. Regular officers and enlisted men 
should be instructed to mingle freely with 
officers and men of state troops, and to 
be ready at all times to answer gues- 
tions or discuss matters relating to ser- 
Vice conditions. 

7. The inspector should establish hours 
os Dean he - = home” to state officers 
and men who desire to brin 
points te his attention. . a 

8. The greatest attention should be 
paid to camp sanitation, care of kitchen 
preparation of food, and the health of 
the men. If the responsibilities of of- 
ficers in these matters are well taught, 
a long step in advance will be made.

Mrs, Booth-Tucker Did Nol 
Carry Out Her Intention 


Had the Salvation Army Leader Done 
So, She Would Not Have Been 
on the Wrecked Train—Her 
Husband Prostrated by 
the Tragedy. 


Kansas City, October 29.—Mrs. Emma 
Booth-Tucker, consu] in America of the 
Salvation Army, wife of Commander 
Booth-Tucker, and second daughter of 
William Booth, founder of the army, was 
killed in the wreck of the eastbound 
California train No. 2 near Dean Lake, 
Mo., 85 miles east of Kansas City, on 
the Santa Fe, at !0 o'clock ‘last night. 
Colore] Thomas Holland, in charge of the 
Sa:vation Army at Amity, Colo., was fa- 
tally injured. Twenty-seven persons 
were mofre or less seriously hurt. The 
dead and injured were taken to Fort 
Madison, Iowa. 

Mrs, Booth-Tucker was rendered un- 
conscious and died within half an hour 
after being injured. Her skull was frac- 
tured and she was injured internally. 

Mrs. Booth-Tucker was on her way 
from a yisit to the colony at Amity, 
Colo., to Chicago, where she was to have 
met her husband today. 

The wrecked train left Kansas City last 
night. Only the three last cars, two 
Pul'mans and a diner, were wrecked, Thé 
Pullmans ‘were completely demolished, 
while the diner was badly dam- 
aged. In the first Pullman Mase. Booth- 
Tucker and Colonel Holland, who were 
the sole occupants of that car, had just 
gone to the forward end for a consulta- 
tion, Two of the Pullmans struck a stee} 
water tank with such force as to move 
it 5 feet from its foundation, and when 
the crew reached the scene both Mrs. 
Booth-Tucker and Colonel] Holland were 
found unconscious. They, with the oth- 
er injured, were after much delay taken 
to the depot platform, a few blocks dis- 
tant, where everything possible was done 
for them.
